MEMORANDUM.

Defendant pleaded nolo contendere to first-degree home invasion, MCL 750.110a(2); MSA
28.305(a)(2), and was sentenced to four to twenty years imprisonment. Defendant appeals as of right.
We dfirm.

Defendant’ s sentence does not violate the principle of proportiondity, especidly in light of the
benefit bestowed upon defendant by the plea agreement, defendant’s extensive crimind history and
defendant’s parole gatus at the time of the commisson of the ingant offense. People v Spicer, 216
Mich App 270, 276; 548 NW2d 245 (1996); People v Ward, 206 Mich App 38, 44-45; 520 NW2d
363 (1994).

Affirmed.
